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AN ACT inrelation to the Illinois work force.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 1. Short title. This Act may be cited as the

II'linois FIRST Job Qpportunities Initiative Act.

Section 5. Illinois FIRST Job Opportunities Initiative.

(a) For any construction contract wth the value of
$1, 000,000 or nore funded in whole or part by Illinois FIRST
funds or by any State funds, the State of Illinois shall post
the followng information pursuant to the procedures set
forth in subsection (c):

(1) the approximate nunber of apprenticeship and
journey-level hours that will be required and available
for each skilled and wunskilled trade to be utilized
wi thin any contract and subcontract to be awarded for
that project, and any other enploynent opportunity to be
made avail abl e pursuant to such contract or subcontract;

(2) the approximate period of time during which
work on any contract or subcontract wll continue,

i ncl udi ng t he approximate beginning date that any

enpl oynent opportunity wll arise pursuant to t he
contract;
(3) the description and | ocation of t he

construction project; and
(4) the specific procedures that nust be followed
to apply for any enploynent opportunities arising from
the contract or subcontract, including |location and hours
of any union or other offices.
(b) Any prine contractor receiving any construction
contract with the value of $1, 000,000 or nore funded in whole

or part by Illinois FIRST funds or by any State funds shall,
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on the date the contract is awarded by the State, supply the
Department of Enploynent Security wth t he enpl oynent
information specified in subsection (a); provided that for
any subcontract awarded during the duration of the contract,
the information specified in subsection (a) shall be provided
by the prine contractor on the date the subcontract is
awar ded. Any such contract shall include the requirenent for
the prinme contractor to supply the information wthin the
timeframes set forth in this subsection

(c) Al enploynent opportunities required to be posted
under this Section shall be submtted by a prime contractor
to the Departnent of Enploynment Security, utilizing fornms and
procedures devel oped and made available by the Departnent.
The Departnment of Enploynment Security shall, upon receipt of
such information fromany prime contractor:

(1) post the information on an appropriate State of

II'linois Internet site;

(2) post the information wth the job service
program mai nt ai ned by the State;
(3) post the i nformation W th al | [1linois

Enpl oyment and Trai ning Centers throughout the State; and

(4) provide el ectronic links to the Illinois

Departnent of Transportation website and the Capital

Devel opnent Board website where the information, specific

to those agencies shall al so be posted.

In addition, the information provided to the Departnent
of Enploynent Security shall be provided by the prine
contractor or his or her representative to any person who
seeks enploynent directly at the job site at an office or
trailer where site business is conducted. The information,
or reference as to howto obtain it, shall also be posted in
an easily accessible public place at the sane | ocati on.

(d) Any prinme contractor awarded a construction contract

with the val ue of $1,000,000 or nore, funded in whole or part
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by I'llinois FIRST funds or by any State funds, shall submt a
monthly report to the State of Illinois that shall include
i nformation as to t he nunber of apprenticeship and
j ourney-1level hours worked by race and gender in each skilled
and unskilled trade on all projects enploying skilled or
unskilled Ilabor during the preceding nonth. The Governor
shal | designate an office within a State agency that shall be
responsi ble for the devel opnent and di ssem nation of a sinple
reporting form both in paper and electronic format, to be
utilized by all State agencies and prinme contractors covered
under this Section and shall be further responsible for
nmoni tori ng conpl i ance W th the reporting requirenments
specified in this subsection. Any report submtted pursuant
to this subsection shall be nmade available, at a nom nal

charge, to any nmenber of the public who requests a copy.

Section 99. Effective date. This Act takes effect wupon

becom ng | aw.
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
